MUST STAND TRIAL, 
“Duke and Duchess of Rio Grande’? 


Appear in Court,

LONDON, Sept. 14.—[By Atlantic 
Cable. ] Many Americans were present 
in Marlborough Police Court this morn- 
ing when Mr. and Mrs. Edgar Serge de 
Niel, otherwise known as the Duke 
and Duchess of Rio Grande, the female 
prisoner being 4n American and claim- 
ing relationship with ex-Senator Con- 
ger of Michigan, were brought up on 
a charge of defrauding hotels and 
boarding-houses.

THE CABINET MEETING. 


Some Differences of Opinion Be- 
tween Alger and McKenna, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 14:—Great in- 
terest attached to the Cabinet meeting 
today on account of the various im- 


that it was the first meeting for some 
weeks. Every member of the Cabinet 
except Secretary Long was there 
promptly at 11 o’clock, and each had 
with him an unusually large number of 
papers and documents relating to mat- 
ters pertaining to his department. . 

The session was devoted almost en- 
tirely to consideration of Union Pacific 
affairs, presumably as to the advisa- 
bility of taking an appeal from the de- 
cree of the United States court at 
Omaha, for the sale of property under 
foreclosure proceedings. The members 
of the Cabinet were very reticent. An 
injunction had been placed on them 
not to talk of the matter at this time, 
but it is stated that the announcement 
relative to the course which the gov- 
ernment would pursue might be ex- 
pected in the course of ten days. 

SAN PEDRO HARBOR. 

The Cabinet also discussed the San 
Pedro, Cal., harbor project, and Atty.- 
Gen. McKenna rendered an opinion, 
which will be formally promulgated, to 
the effect that Secretary Alger should 
proceed under the law to carry out the 
project of building the breakwater and 
making other improvements at San 
Pedro. 

There were some differences of opin- 
ion on matters of detail between Sec- 
retary Alger and Atty.-Gen. McKenna 
over the San Pedro project, and it was 
left to these two Cabinet officers to ad- 
just the differences of opinion and then 
make a statement for the benefit of the 
public. 

The government will now go ahead 
with the construction of the break- 
water at San Pedro, and will push work 
on the project, though some matters 
yet remain open for adjustment® 

After the Cabinet meeting Secretary 
Alger, in answer to inquiries, author- 
ized the following statement: “You can 
say that on the 6th of August I read at 
Lake Champlain an opinion from the 
Attorney-General which, in. effect, was 
that I would be justified in building a 
preakwater at San Pedro and spending 
as much money as necessary for that 
purpose without regard to improve- 
ments on the harbor. The work will 
‘pe advertised for in due time in ac. 
cordance with that opinion.”

Secretary Alger laid before the Cab- 
inet several telegrams urging relief for 
the stricken prospectors, including one 
from the citizens’ committee of Ta- 
coma, representing that distress ex- 
isted already at Dawson City, stating 
that starvation had begun, and praying 
that a revenue cutter with supplies be 
sent to St. Michaels and distribute sup- 


}-pHes to those in need. The discussion 


made it evident that the Cabinet was 
not quite clear that the government 
authorities had warrant of law for fur- 
nishing supplies, but Secretary Alger 
telegraphed to Senator Perkins of Cal- 
ifornia, who is interested in a line to 
Alaska,‘ asking him if he would under- 
take to deliver a shipload of supplies 
at St. Michaels. If it is found that the 
law will not permit the government to 
send supplies, then relief will be fur- 
nished by private persons in order that 
a horror may ne grow out of the rush 
for gold. Some eonsideration was also 
given to the practicability of getting 
supplies in by wy of the projected 
winter trail via Dyea.

SOUTHERN ENTERPRISE. 
Efforts to Secure the Proposed Gov- 
_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON; Sept. 14.—A delega- 
tion of representative men from the 
large sections of the South today went 
before the naval board which is: con- 
sidering the question of establishing a 
government armor factory, and urged 
that the South offered the greatest ad- 
vantage in cost of iron, labor, trans- 
portation, etc. The delegation was 
made up of Commissioner of Pensions 
H. Clay Evans of Tennessee and Rep-. 
resentatives Wheeler of Alabama, Liv- 
ingston of Georgia and Gaines of Ten- 
nessee. 

It was stated that the iron -used by 
the large private concerns that are now 
making armor plate was bought to a 
large extent from the South at the now 
price of $5.40 to $5.70 per ton. It was 
argued also that an inland armor fac- 
tory in the South would be more se- 
cure from attack in case of war than 
one near the Atlantic Coast in the 
North. 

Letters favorable to the southern 
industry were presented from Senators 
Platt of New York and Stewart. of Ne- 
vada, and it was stated that Senator 
Chandler of New Hampshire, who was 
taking a leading part in the plan of a 
government factory, had written a 
letter favorable to its establishment at 
Sheffield, Ala. The delegation filed a 
written statement, setting forth the 
many advantages of the South in this 
particular, Commodore Howell, presi- 
dent of the board, called attention to 
the fact that the board could not, un- 
der the instructions of the Navy De- 
partment, go into the question of the 
locality of the plant. 

Representative Livingston and oth- 
ers made the point that such informa- 
tion was what Congress desired, and 
the scope of the board’s orders should 
be enlarged. Accordingly the delega- 
‘tion, accompanied by Commodore How- 
ell, went before Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt. He heard the views of the 
delegation, but told them that it would 
be impossible to consider questions of 
site at this time. 


BEAR BURGLARS. 


Provisions Stolen from Storehouses 
at the Yellowstone Park, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Col. S. B. 
M. Young, acting superintendent of the 
Yellowstone National Park, in his an- 
nual report says there has been a 
rapid increase of black bear within the 
park limits and that complaints have 
been made that bears have broken into 
storehouses and destroyed meat and 
other provisions in large quantities. It 
is a common occurrence to see from 
six to twelve bears any afternoon feed- 
ing on the dumps within a few hundred 
yards of the hotel. He recommends 
that some of the bears be disposed of 
to zoblogical gardens. He also says 
‘coyotes are numerous and bold, and 
‘kill many young antelopes. 

Col. Young estimates the number of 
buffalo at twenty-four, and says that 
they seem to be the only game which 
is not increasing under government 
protection. He estimates $250,000 as 
necessary for next year’s improvement 
in the park.

Three Cases Announced by the 
Board of Health, 


Expert Predicts a Spread of 
the Disease. 


Recapitulation from New Orleans. 
Day of Excitement at Jackson, 
Miss.—City “Surrounded by an 
Armed Guard. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MOBILE (Ala.,) Sept.14.—Three cases 
of yellow fever were officially announced 
today by the Board of Health. This 
caused much more alarm than did the 
discovery of the first case, which was 
regarded as sporadic. The people who 
can are leaving for points of safety. 

Dr. Guiteras left today for Edwards, 
Miss., induced thither to investigate 
the dispatch received from _ there. 
When asked upon what he based his 
telegram to the surgeon general that 
there would be a spread of the disease 
here, he said that the city had had a 
long immunity fromthe disease, and 
that there was much material for it to 
feed upon. 


NEW ORLEANS RECKONS UP. 


Four Genuine Cases Out of Twenty- 
six Reported. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW ORLEANS (La.,) Sept. 14.—The 
books of the Board of Health show 
the following recapitulations in the yel- 
low fever situation: 

There had been reported to the board 
for investigation . twenty-six cases 
which the attending physicians consid- 
ered suspicious. Of these _ thirteen 
cases had been found suffering from a 
harmless fever; five cases were re- 
garded as suspicious, but necessary to 
be further investigated before a defi- 
nite report could be made upon them. 
There were no reports as to four cases, 
and four cases had been pronounced 
genuine yellow fever, though one of the 
latter was classed as of a mild type. 

The most serious of the four yellow 
fever cases is located in the neighbor- 
hood of the French market. The lo- 
cality is far from a cleanly one; is 
populated by a poorer class of people, 
many of whom are foreigners, and 
might be considéred danserous ground. 
For that reason especial pains were 
taken by the Board of Health to quar- 
antine the infected houses. Officers 
from the police force were détailed to 
take charge of the neighborhood, a 
restaurant, a bakery and a shop next 
door to the premises ‘in which the fever 
was found were closed, and a disinfec- 
tant was sent to the scene-to be used. 

Of course the report of new cases 
| daily is creating alarm in some quar- 
, ters, but thus far the disease has 
shown but little malignancy, as witness 
the record of one death out of fourteen 
cases, and none of the practicing phy- 
sicians are yet on record as express- 
ing a fear of an epidemic. 

One of the features developed dur- 
ing the day is that people of maturer 
age have been attacked. Heretofore 
the disease has been confined princi- 
pally to children of tender age, and 
boys and girls not yet grown to man- 
hood and womanhood. Two of the late 
cases show that older people have been 
attacked.

. UNDER ARMED GUARD. 


Jackson, Miss., Quarantined Against 
the World—~Edwards’s Dengue. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPOKT ]> 


JACKSON (Miss.,) Sept. 14.—This 
has been another day of excitement 
and anxiety to the people of Jackson. 
The city is now surrounded on all sides 
by an armed guard and the quarantine 
rules are enforced with great strict- 
ness. The principal cause of alarm to 
the people of Jackson came from Ed- 
wards, only twenty-five ‘miles distant, 
where there are now thirty-five cases 
of dengue. 

DISPATCH FROM GUITERAS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Surgeon- 
General Wyman today received the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Dr. Guiteras, the 
government expert at Mobile; Ala., con- 
cerning the yellow fever situation 
there: 

“Patient at city hospital is still living, 
The case of Basrago, reported by me 
as suspicious, I have not been able to 
see again. The subsequent history 
makes the case more suspicious. He 
has not been out of the city, nor in 
any apparent way connected with peo- 
ple from Ocean Springs.

At Sabine Pass, the greatest d 
was done to shipping, and the only loss 
of life was among the shipping. There 
was .no loss of life in either New or 


Old Sabine proper. 

The tugs Fanny Guillotte and John 
P. Smith were sunk and the. Nor- 
wegian steamer Ceres, 800 tons, was 


torn from her moorings at the wharf 


grounded in a few feet of water. 

At the new town, several buildings 
were blown from their foundations 
and several partially-constructed 
buildings were demolished. No one in 
the town was seriously injured, the 
casualties being confined to the ship- 
ping. 

Eight miles of the Sabine Railway, 
north of the Sabine Pass, is washed 
away. Twenty-five hundred feet of 
the export pier at Port Arthur is 
destroyed, and the people of that town 
are so terror-stricken that they are 
leaving it as fast as they can get 
away. No estimate of the damage to 
property at Port Arthur and Sabine 
Pass has been obtained. The dam- 
age to buildings and crops is severe. 

The losses to farmers in Jefferson 
county alone will approximate $150,000, 
which they would have had in hand 
within thirty days had the storm been 
delayed that long, but now the crops 
are completely ruined. The Texas 
and Sabine Pass Railway Company is 
at work building their line to Sabine 
Pass, and rebuilding and repairing is 
in progress at the town of Sabine, and 
as soon as the people at Port Arthur 
recover from their ‘fright. rebuilding 
will be resumed there. 

The Kansas City, Pittsburgh and 
Gulf Railway will at once repair the 
damage inflicted to their property at 
Port Arthur, and push their ship 
canal to an early completion. The

the woman of the tribe accused of 
witchcraft, would be attempted tomor- 
row or the next day, but he added that 
he would not be present unless per- 
emptorily ordered by the Interior De- 


partment. 


In response to a telegram of inquiry, 
the Indian Office tonight wired Capt. 
Nordstrom that the military authorities 
had placed the expedition under the 
command of Maj. Godfrey, owing to 
thé practical failure of other military 
expeditions against this insolent set 
of Pueblos, and the-intricacies of the 
whole case. Capt. Nordstrom had 
hoped that he himself would be given 
‘authority to direct the troops. How- 
ever, the agent held a conference to- 
night with District Attorney Finical, 
and the proper affidavit was drawn and 
signed by the agent. The warrant was 
sent by Attorney Finical to Albu- 
querque tonight, and will be delivered 
to Sheriff J. H. Sanches of Valencia 
county with instructions to proceed at 
once to Zuni and invoke the assistance 
of Maj. Godfrey in making the arrest 
of the accused chiefs. 

It is a matter of general regret that 
Capt. Nordstrom, who is thoroughly 
familiar with the situation, will not be 
personally on the ground for fear that. 
the affair will result in another flasco, 
as have several previous expeditions of 
the kind.

FLOODS AND FINANCE 


RECENT HISTORY FROM LANDS 
BEYOND THE PACIFIC:

A Score of Lives Lost and Hundreds 
of Houses Washed Away in 
Japanese Villages. 


FORTY MILLIONS OF YEN TO BE 
MINTED IN GOLD. . 


Sake and Land Taxes to Be Raised 
Next Year—Deficiency in the 
Budget—Houseboat Cap- 
sized—Explosion. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

TACOMA (Wash.,) Sept. 14.—North- 
ern Pacific liner Tacoma arrived today 
with a full cargo, the greater part of 
which is tea. The other freight is gen- 
eral merchandise, including 669 bales of 
raw silk, valued approximately at $170,- 
000. Her transpacific passenger list 
numbered sixty-three Chinese, sixteen 
Japanese and sixteen cabin passengers. 
Among the cabin passengers was Leon 
N. Ford, from Japan for Klondyke. 
The Tacoma brings oriental advices up 
to August 27. . 

By the recent floods in Niigata pre- 
fecture over one hundred houses have 
been destroyed and five or six lives lost 
in the Nishima district of the prefec- 
ture. The embankment along the Shi- 
mojo River has been destroyed for a 
distance of 350 yards in the Ninima 
Kimbara district. 

All the bridges in the Oshima line in 
Kubiki district have been broken down 
by the floods, and the roads have also 
been damaged in many places. Over 
forty houses and twenty godowns were 
swept away by ‘the water, and twenty- 
four lives were lost in the village of 
Matsugaski, Sado district. By the 
swelling of the Agano River 1300 houses 
in Sanjo Machi and 700 houses in the 
village of Ichinokido were submerged. 
At Isumozaki one shrine, two godowns, 
four temples and half a score of dwell- 
ings have been crushed by landslides 
from the mountains. Five lives have 
been lost and ten persons seriously 
wounded. 

Count Mutsu died of consumption Au- 
gust 24. On'Sunday previous he was 
promoted by the imperial favor to the 
first-class of the second grade in court 
rank, and it was then known that the 
end was at hand. It came at 3:45 
o’clock. 

Heavy floods are reported from Ta- 
kata, Naoyetsen and several other 
places. At Naoyetsen nine persons 
were carried out to sea on the roofs of 
houses. They were picked up by the 
steamer Taiwan Maru. 

The mainichi learns from the Finance 
Department that 40,000,000 yen in gold 
will be minted during August. It was 
previously announced that yen 70,000,- 

gold was to be placed in circulation 
during the current year, but the au- 
thorities now think that yen 40,000,000 
will suffice for the present needs. 

The Nichi Nichi says that Count 
Matsu Gata has definitely decided to. 
increase the sake and land taxes next 
year, but will retrench in every de- 
partment as much as possible and 
make up the deficit as regards Formosa 
from the war indemnity. 

The Chuwo says the government is to 
raise another loan of yen 45,000,000 to 
meet the deficiency in the budget. The 
interest is to be 5 per cent. and bonds 
are to be issued at par. . 

The drought at Matsuye is reported 
to be so serious that persons along the 
coast there are using salt water for 
cooking purposes. 

The Russian telegraph lines are re- 
ported to be interrupted by extensive 
floods in the Shilka district, beyond 
Blagovenschsk. 

The railway in course of construction 
between Fukui and Kanazawa will be 
opened for travel during October next. 

A royal edict was issued at Seoul on 
July 31 to the following effect: “We 
are told that the Envoy Extraordjnary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to Great 
Britain, Germany, Russia, Italy, Greece 
and Austria, Min Yung Whan, is,_re- 
turning home from completing his mis- 
sion without orders from the govern- 
ment.

PANAMA CANAL. 


Bank of England. Reported Negoti- 
ating for Its Purchase. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Sept. 14—A special 
from Washington says that interest in 
the Colon dispatch regarding 
Panama Canal has been revived by ad- 
ditional intelligence which has reached 
Washington. A German diplomat re- 
ceived word from a compatriot who is 
now stationed in Paris that a British 
company is negotiating for the sale of 
the canal, and it is believed that ; the 
company will prove to be the Bank of 
England. The sale of the canal, ac- 
cording to this diplomat, is the result 
of numerous conferences held in Europe 
during the last winter, when the 
United States government was urging 
the completion of the Nicaraguan 
Canal, 

Maurice Trubert, the Charge d’Af- 
faires at the French Embassy, observes 
great reticence in discussin the 
Panama affair. He emphatically as- 
serts that he has received no Official 
notification of such a transfer, He 
showed a Paris paper, Le Courier of 
September 5, in which an authoritative 
denial is given to all such disquieting 
rumors as that the French capitalists 
intended to sell their franchise to Eng- 
land or any other nation. 

Nevertheless it is believed by other 
diplomats that there is yet much to be 
learned regarding the Panama Canal, 
and it is known that the State Depart- 
ment is* quietly investigating at Colon 
and in the capitals of Europe. 


HER BOTTOM BULGED. 


BATTLESHIP INDIANA DAMAGED IN 
A HALIFAX DOCK, 


Canadian Workmen by Some Strange 
Oversight Fail to Prop Up the 
Keel of the Great Vessel Prop- 
erly—An Investigation Will Be 
Made. 


_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—A special to 
the Journal and Advertiser from Hali- 
fax sayS that during the recent dock- 
ing of the battleship Indiana her bot- 
tom bulged under the forward turret. 
The fault is attributed to Naval Con- 
structor Bowles of New York. He 
came here to see that the docking was 
properly done. The weight of the 
turrets was so great that the bottom 
sank enough to seriously affect the 
vessel. The docks have held British 
vessels much heavier than the Indiana, 
and the authorities regret the acci- 
dent, especially-as critics in the United 
States will be disposed to throw the 

blame on the Canadian authorities. 
REQUIRES EXTENSIVE REPAIRS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY-REPORT.] - 
NEW YORK, Sept. 14—A Washing- 


}ton special to the Journal and Adver- 


tiser sayS that the matter of the 
docking of the Indiana at Halifax is 
now before the Navy Department in 
a report from Capt. Taylor, her com- 
mander. The department officials try 
to make light of the matter, but it is 
declared nevertheless that the damage 
is really serious and will require ex- 
tensive repairs as soon as the vessel 
can be detached from the squadron 
of evolution. 

Although the docking was in charge 
of Constructor Bowles of the New 
York Navy Yard, who had been sent 
to Halifax for that express purpose, 
the safety of the battleship was en- 
dangered by the failure of those in 
charge of the docking to observe the 
simple precaution of placing sufficient 
blocks under those places along the 
keel where the greatest weight should 
naturally come. 

The distance between the keel blocks 
which are made of heavy oak timber, 
seems to have been too wide to sup- 
port the enormous weight which, in 
vessels of the Indiana’s class, is con- 
centrated on the lines of the turrets. 
After the ship had been in the dock a 
few hours, it was discovered that the 
keel was’ cutting through the oak 
blocks, and that there was a bulge 
under the forward turrert. Steps 
were at once taken to “shore up” that 
part of the vessel to prevent further 
settling. The ends of the blocks, 
which had been crushed, had been 
forced up and indented the plating of 
the ship about six inches in length 
and about one half of an inch in 
depth on both sides. 

Officers who are in the secret of the 
matter say an investigation to fix the 
responsibility for this accident will 
have to be called. The dock officials 
are known to have expressed regret, 
knowing that they may be thought 
capable of intentionally allowing the 
safety of the American battleship to 
be placed in jeopardy when such was 
not the case. 


RIVALED THE BENDERS. 


The Stafleback Family on Trial for 
Horrible Murders. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

COLUMBUS (Kan.,) Sept. 14.—A 
story of crime rivaling the deeds of the 
notorious Bender family comes to light 
in a murder trial now in progress here 
in the District Court. Edward and 
George Stafleback, brothers, and their 
mother, Mrs. Wilson, are accused of 
the murder of Frank Galbraith in June 
last at Galena, Kan. The evidence is 
so direct that George Stafleback and 
his mother were speedily found guilty. 
of murder in the first degree and second 
degree, respectively, and the trial of 
Ed Stafieback is still in progress. 

The family were keepers of a dive in 
Galena. Galbraith was shot to death 
and robbed’in the place, following a 
quarrel with the mother and sons over 
the woman’s daughter. His body was 
thrown into an abandoned mine shaft. 
Mrs. Cora Stafleback, wife of George, 
and two other inmates of the house, 
gave testimony as to the facts of the 
murder, and from these witnesses evi- 
dence of another triple murder at Ga- 
lena has been secured. 

Their story is that two girls from 
Western Kansas were visited at the 
Wilson dive by an acquaintance. Mike 
Stafleback, another son of the Wilson 
woman, who is now in jail charged 
with burglary, became enraged on ac- 
count of jealousy and murdered the 
man and the two girls with a hatchet. 
Their bodies were’ thrown into an 
abandoned shaft. At Galena a force of 
men are pumping out the shaft in an 
endeavor to find the bodies of the other 
murdered persons. 


Green for Postage Stamps. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, after consulta- 
tion with the President, has decided to 
change the color of the current two- 
cent postage stamps from carmine to 
green, of the shade now used on gov- 
ernment notes. The ten-cent, postage 
stamp, which is now printed in green, 
will be changed to some other color, 
possibly carmine. It is thought that 
green is a more desirable color than 
carmine, besides saving the govern- 
ment about $10,000 in the difference in

FAVORS FAIR'S HEIRS 


JUDGE SLACK DECIDES THE 
_ANGUS-CRAVEN CASE. 


He is Disappointed at the Jury’s 
Verdict and Refuses the Defend- 
ant a New Trial. 


BELIEVES THERE WAS FORGERY 


CONSPIRACY ONLY SHOWN BY RE- 
MOTE INFERENCE, 


Grand Canyon Hotel Burned—Pro- 


~ posed Reception to Admiral

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14.—The fa- 
mous case of Angus vs. Craven, by 
which the executors and heirs of the 
late Senator James G. Fair sought to 
quiet the title of Mrs. Nettie R. Crav- 
en, a school teacher of this city, to 
two pieces of property in Sansome and 
Mission streets, yalued at $1,500,000, 
was finally decided today by Superior 


Judge Stack,. sitting as, a chancellor; 


in equity. 

For five long months the trial of the 
case has dragged along before a jury, 
to whom it was finally submitted upon 
three decisive issues yesterday, but 
after wrangling for ten hours that 
body announced its inability to agree 
‘upon a verdict, and was discharged 
by the court late last night. Judge 
Stack intimated that he had reached 
his decision at that time, but, at the 
urgent request of counsel for the de- 
fendant, deferred rendering ‘it until 
‘today. When the case was called 
‘the courtroom was packed to suffoca- 
\tion with lawyers and others interested 
in the result of the litigation, and the 
'olosing scene in the legal drama was 
awaited with unustial interest. 

Attorney R. B. Mitchell, on behalf 
of the plaintiffs, opéned the proceed- 
ings by offering to submit the case 
for decision by the court as a chan- 
cellor in equity. D. M. Delmas, on 
behalf. of the defendant, contended 
‘that the issues before the court were 
not equitable jssues, and although 
Judge Stack hed overruled this con- 


tention at the outset of the case, re-| 


quested leave to argue the point. Judge 
Slack declined. to hear counsel, how- 
ever, and Attorney W. W. Foote made 
a vigorous appeal to the court not to 
decide the case in chancery, arguing 
that since the court had decided that 
the defendant was entitled to an ad- 
visory jury to advise the court, and 
‘that jury had not advised it, the court 
could not take upon itself to decide 
the case. Judge Denson supplemented 
the appeal of his confreres for an- 
other jury trial, but the court was 
deaf to them all, and curtailed the 
argument. 

Judge Slack then rendered his de- 
cision to the effect that the pencil 
deeds, purporting to have been signed 
by James. G. Fair, by means of which 
Mrs. Craven sought to sustain her 
title to the property in controversy, 
‘were.. forgeries, and. that 
never been acknowledged by James G. 
Fair before Notary J.-J. Cooney, as 
claimed and that therefore the ac- 


knowledigements attached thereto were [ 


also forgeries. As to the third issue, 
Judge Slack held that there was no 
evidence of a conspiracy existing he- 
tween Mrs. Craven, Mrs. Haskins and 
Notary Cooney which had for,its 
object the looting of the Fair estate, 
excent by inference. 

Neither Mrs. Craven nor _ her 
daughter were.in court when the case 
was decided. When questioned as 
to what, if any, action they proposed 
to take in the premises, the plaintiff’s 
attorneys declined to discuss the sub-

ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14.—After 
listening to argument in support of the 
contention that the, defendant in the 
Angus-Craven case was entitled to a 
new trial because the jury failed to 
agree upon the issues submitted to it, 
Judge Slack this morning denied. the 
motion and promptly decided the mat- 
ter in favor of the plaintiff and inter- 
venors, the Fair heirs. 

Expressing regret that the jury had 
not given ‘him the assistance expected, 
Judge Slack said: “There is absolutely 
no doubt in my mind.as to the guilt of 
the defendant in the charges against 
her. It is absolutely without doubt in 
‘my mind that the ‘péncil will’ and re- 
publication of the letter of December 15 
are forgeries. To any impartial per- 
son who has given clase attention to 
the eviderice that fact must be evident. 
I am convinced that.the certificates on 
the ‘pencil will’ had no existence at the 
.time of date, and am,.convinced they 
were not printed until.long after Sena- 
Fair’s death. The evidenée does 
not establish a conspiracy between the 
defendants except by remote inference.” 

GRAND JURY INVESTIGATION.

GRAND CANYON HOTEL BURNED. 


“Dr. See's Valuable Astronomical Li- 


brary Also’ Consumed. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPOS.) 

FLAGSTAFF (Ariz.,) Sept. 14.—At 2 
o’clock this morning fire was discov- 
ered in the office of the Grand Cafion 
Hotel, and in an hour the building was 
destroyed. The building was a two- 
story brick, owned by D. Babbitt, and 
valued at $16,000. The hotel was leased 
by Oscar Le Barron, who owned the 
furniture, which was valued at $5000. 
The building was insured for $8500, and 
the furniture for $2500. 

The valuable scientific library of Dr. 
T. J. See, the astronomer in charge of 
the Lowell Observatory, whose office 
was in.the hotel, is almost a total loss. 
This was the best scientific library in 
the West, and cdntainéd many rare 
astronomical and mathematical works. 

any of the books are out of print and 
cannot be replaced at any price. The 
records of the Lowell Observatory were 
Saved. The latter included the re- 
searches of double stars in the south- 
ern hemisphere, with measures of the 


400 new stars discovered since August, 


1894. The loss to Dr. See, so far as it 
can be expressed in monetary value, is 
about $3000. 


A GLUT OF SALMON. 


The Pack Sixty Per Cent. Larger 
Than Last Year. 
[ASSOCIATuw) PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14.—Accord- 
ing to the report of Deputy Fish Com- 
missioner Babbitt, the run 6f salmon 
in the rivers this fall is the largest for 
many years. The cannaries have more 
fish than they can handle, and thou- 
sands of fish are spoiling for the want 
of proper facilities to handle them. 

From all accounts, the pack this year 
is at least 60 per cent. larger than it 
was last year. This fall the cannaries 
have put up 
13,000 last fall. The total pack for ihe 
season will be about 41,600 in round 
numbers. All that is packed is that 
which is left over the market supply. 
The farmers have salted down large 
quantities this year. The great run 
may be accounted for by the excellent 
care taken to preserve the fish when 
on their way to the spawning grounds. 


A CONSTABLE DENOUNCED. 


Citizens of Palo Alto Resent the 
Shooting of a Negro. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
SAN JOSE, Sept. 14.—Henry Johnson, 
@& negro, narrowly escaped death this 
afternoon from a bullet fired by Con- 
stable R. B. Spaulding of Palo Alto. 
Johnson was beating his way on the 
railroad, and after being arrested at 
Palo Alto made a break for liberty. 
Spaulding’s bullet caught Johnson in 
the groin, but the wound is not serious. 
Phe citizens of Palo Alto are greatly 
excited over the affair, and thirty 
prominent citizens have signed a peti- 
tion. requesting the resignation of Con- 
stable Spaulding. The signers claim 
that the officer was not justified in 
shooting the negro, and that the office 
of constable has not been run for the 
public good, but for all the revenue 

that could be possibly got out of it. 


TONQUIN SAVES BISMARCK. 


Adventures of a Tug, a Steamer and 
a Barge.

NEWPORT (Or.,) Sept. 14.—The tug 
Tonquin, which arrived today from 
Rogue ‘River, ‘reports’ ‘having encoun- 
tered a severe northwest gale ten miles 
below Cape Blanco.

THE SEVENTH VICTIM. 


Series of Murders Growing Out of 
Land Disputes,

TACOMA (Wash.,) Sept. 14.—Particu- 
lars have been received of the murder 
of Peter Coutts, late in August, at his 
ranch on Similkameen River, Okanogan 
county. They show that his killing is 
the seventh in a series of murders re- 
sulting from land disputes and indi- 
rectly from delay in the approval by 
Federal authorities of land surveys 
made six and seven years ago.

TESTIMONY NOW ALL IN. 


ARGUMENT IN THE McCAMISH MUR- 
DER TRIAL COMMENCES TODAY. 


The Defendant Makes a Sweeping 
Demand Concerning Many State- 
ments from the Prosecution’s 
Witnesses. 


The Park Commissioners and other 
city officials visited Elysian Park yes- 
terday in order to determine by per- 
sonal inspection the best method of 
disposing of storm waters during the 
rainy season. 

The Police Board met yesterday and 
transacted a variety of routine busi- 
ness, 

Alameda-street property-owners have 
asked the City Council to rechristen 
the street, on the ground that the pres- 
ent name has become disreputable. 

The evidence in the McCamish mur- 
der case, now on trial in Departmént 
One before Judge Smith and a jury, 
has all been submitted, and arguments 
by the attorneys will be commenced 
this morning. The principal witness 
yesterday was the defendant, McCam- 
ish, but nothing of importance was 
brought out in his testimony, aside 
from a general denial as to the owner- 
ship of the property found in his room 
shortly after the murder. 

The arguments of the prosecution and 
defense will take up about two days, 
the time to be equally divided. 

The Brady libel suit against the 
Times-Mirror Company was resumed in 
Department Three yesterday, and will 
be continued today.

SALOONS, 


CHIEF TOPIC DISCUSSED BY THE 
POLICE BOARD. 


Park Commissioners Make an In- 
spection of Elysian Park and 
Discuss Methods of Draining It. 
Petition to Change the Name of 
Alameda Street. 


The Police Commissioners held their 
regular weekly meeting yesterday 
morning. The session was a brief one, 
-and was occupied chiefly by the con- 
sideration of matters relating to saloon 
licenses. 7 

The application of J. H. Yeoman and 
Joseph Johnson for a transfer to them- 
selves of the license now held by Yeo- 
man for the saloon at. No. 1504 San Fer- 
nando street, was granted, in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of Chief 
Glass. Similar action was taken upon 
the petition of Joseph Gioia for a 
transfer to himself of the license held 
by Gioia & Co., for the saloon at No. 
801 Buena Vista street. 

The application of Henry Gerckens 
for a transfer to himself of the license 
for the saloon at No. 136 East First 
street, now held by Joseph Belohlavek, 
was referred to the Chief. The applica- 
tion of Charles W. Endl for a saloon 
license at. No. 
street was also referred to the Chief. 

A protest was received from a num- 
ber of property owners against issuing 
a license for a saloon at the northeast 
corner of San Pedro and Ninth streets. 
The protestants stated that the pro- 
posed location is only a block and a 
half from a public school and in the 
same block with the Newsboys’ Home. 

The application of Cephar Rensberger 
and Thaddeus W. Roe for appointment 
= police officers, were referred to the 


ief, 

W. H, McKeag of the East Side. 
Police Station reported that three per- 
sons, C. Peverly, J.. Walker and F. 
Runge, are living on city lands at the 
corner of Avenue 22 and Hayden street, 
without paying rent therefor. The re- 

ort stated that “one of them is a 

nown thief, and the others are sus- 
pected thieves, and others go there that 
are suspected.” The matter was re- 
ferred to the City Council. 

‘Chief Glass presented a report rec- 
ommending that the appointment of F. 
A. Weinshank as a special ollicer be re- 
voked. The board acted in accordance 
with this recommendation. Weinshank 
is the man against whom charges of 
drunkenness and abuse of authority 
were lodged by residents of Second 
street. Commissioner Wyman was re- 
luctant to revoke the officers commis- 
sion, saying that Weinshank had done 
much to drive out disreputable char. 
acters from Second stree:r, but the other 
members of the board were unanimous 
in voting for immediate removal. : 

The suggestion of the Fire Commis. 
sioners that the Fire and Police boards 
should meet in joint session at 10 a.m. 
today to consider M. P. Thye’s proposi- 
tion for a signal and alarm systern, was 
accepted. 

Tax Collector Gish reported upon 
unpaid saloon licenses. 

An application was received from 
Cc. W. Merry for a transfer to him- 
self of the license for the Elite saloon, 
No. 844 South Spring street. now held 
by E. B. Bogard. The saloon for- 
merly gained notoriety as a disreputa- 
ble resort. Some time ago the small 
private rooms in the rear of the place 
were taken out and the saloon was 
for a time run in a more orderly man- 
ner. The commission had been ad- 
vised, however, that these rooms had 
been recently restored. The board, 
therefore, postponed action for a 
week upon Merry’s application for a 
transfer of license, and then adjourned 
in a body to the saloon to see for 
themselves the interior arrangements. 

They found that the Elite saloon is 
provided with a side entrance and a 
number of private boxes in the rear. 
The expression of the commissioners 
made it obvious that they were dis- 
satisfied with the manner in which the 
saloon is run. 


ELYSIAN PARK DRAINAGE. 


Personal Inspection of the Grounds 
by the Commissioners, 

‘The Park Commissioners. accompan- 
ied by City Engineer Docaweiler, Coun- 
cilman Nickell, Secretary Mendenhall, 
Park Superintendent Gary and repre- 
sentatives of the press, drove out to 
Elysian Park yesterday afternoon for 
the purpose of fixing upon some plan 
to carry off storm water from the park 
in the rainy season. When the fine 
driveway which sweeps through the 
park was constructed a few months 
ago, only partial provision was made 


for carrying off storm waters. The 
| rainy season is near at band, and un- 
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less some adequate system of drain- 
age is adopted, much of the work ac- 


complished will be undone. A few 
hours’ of heavy rain, under present 
conditions, would do an immense 


amount of damage. 

The only money which is immediately 
available for the desired improvements 
is the appropriation of $1000 for Ely- 
sian Park, made by the City Council in 
apportioning the municipal revenues for 
the current year. This is a small sum 
for the purpose. The necessity for 
economy led to the rejection of some 
suggestions made by the City Engineer, 
the commissioners being of the opinion 
that too much expense would be in- 
volved. 

When the drive was constructed, 
large pipes were laid under the road- 
bed in a number of places to carry 
storm water from the inner gutter to 
the edge of the declivity which falls 
away from the outer side of the drive. 
The commissioners and the City Engi- 
neer were of the opinion that many of 
these pipes would only serve to disin- 
tegrae the roadbed and _ that they 
should be abandoned. The inside gut- 
ter will be enlarged, and will serve to 
carry down the water to points where 
suitable outlets can be found. 

serious difficulties are pre- 
sented in the problem before the com- 
missioners. There are many sharp 
cuts along the drive where heavy rains 
may cause gullies and small landslides. 
This danger can only be obviated by 
inducing a growth of vegetation, which 
must necessarily be slow. The coming 
rainy season is likely .to bring some 
havoc in the park.

WHO MURDERED PYLE? 


McCAMISH STILL DECLARES THAT 
; A ROBBER DID IT. 


_ 


Prosecution Submits Evidence to 
Contradict the Defendant's 
Story—Arguments in the Case to 
Commence This Morning. 


The testimony in the McCamish case, 
now on trial before Judge Smith and 
a jury in Department One, yesterday 
consisted of evidence for the defense 
and in rebuttal. 

The defendant, Ed McCamish, who is 
on trial for the murder of Constable 
McCoy Pyle, resumed his testimony at 
the opening of the case in the morning, 
and after Mr. Davis, for the defense, 
had concluded, Asst. Dist.-Atty. Wil- 
liams subjected the defendant tu a 
rigid cross-examination. 

McCamish denied nearly every state- 
ment made by the witnesses for the 
prosecution, and declared that nearly 
every article of clothing found in his 
room after the murder had been placed 
there for the purpose of establishing a 
direct connection between himself and 
the crime. 

It was a noticeable fact that McCa- 
mish, while on the stand, failed to ad- 
dress his statements to the jury or any 
one, in fact. He constantly evaded 
the direct glances of his own attorneys 
and those of Mr. Williams, and yester- 
day, while Mrs. Pyle, widow of the 
murdered man, was on the stand, he 
showed a positive disinclination to look 
at her closely. 

About an hour of the earlier part of 
the cross-examination yesterday morn- 
ing was occupied in questions and an- 
swers as to the approach of the men 
at the Castaic Station, the killing and 
the firing after the mythical robbers 
haa made their escape. McCamish was 
positive as to the clothing worn by the 
men, but could say.nothing as to their 
complexion. 

McCamish’s story as to the approach 
of the robbers and the subsequent kill- 
ing of Pyle was substantially the same 
that he told to previous witnesses in 
the case. - 

Defendant was asked “How do you 
account for the hat and other articles 
being found in your room?” 

“TI don’t know,” was the reply. 

McCamish was not positive as to the 
bloody shirt he had taken off, nor as to 
the funnel in which the gold ring is 
said to have been found. 

“While coming down on the train to 
Los Angeles after the preliminary ex- 
amination, Dally Lineberger asked me 
about the things that had been found 
in the box in my room,” said the de- 
fendant. “I told him that I had left 
my things in a box and he said 1 was 
a d—d liar.” 

Mr. Arnot, the Newhall rancher who 
testified for the prosecution several 
days ago, was called by the defense 
and examined as to the number of 
shots he heard in the neighborhood 
near the time Pyle was killed. 

Guy Woodwaid, Deputy Sheriff, who 
has been assisting in the prosecution 
throughout the trial, testified to having 
‘gone out in the open country near the 
Newhall ranch, and tested the revolvers 
brought in evidence by the prosecution. 
He fired four shots from the white 
handled pistol. 

Dally Lineberger, step-brother of 
Mrs: McCoy Pyle, was called in rebut- 
tal.. Mr. Lineberger testified that he 
was on the train with McCamish while 
the latter was coming to the Los An- 
geles County Jail. He denied the con- 
versation alleged to have taken place 
between him and McCamish, stating 
that he never discussed the matter of 
certain clothing being found in a box 
in his room, and that he ever told Mc- 
Camish he was “a d-——d liar.” 

Drs. Moore and Bryant of this city 
were recalled to testify as to the effects 
of chloroform upon the human system. 
The question put to them by Mr. Wil- 
liams was as to the length of time the 
scent of the chloroform would remain 
in a room after having been thrown 
about the room. The offect of the tes- 
timony was that two or three hours 


ask - 


after chloroform had been scattered 
about a room with some degree of ven- 
tilation, the scent could not be de- 
tected. McCamish testified on Monday 
that he had detected the odor of chloro- 
form in his room about ten hours after 
the alleged robbery, and the Rev. 
Fields stated on the stand that he vis- 
ited McCamish’s room on the day fol- 
lowing the alleged robbery, and could 
smell chloroform about the place. 

The gold band ring introduced in 
evidence several days ago was an im- 
portant subject for cross-examination 
yesterday afternoon. Many conflicting 
stories were brought before the jury, 
among the more important of which 
was that of a jeweler of Fillmore, who 
testified to having sold a ring to the 
defendant similar to that in evidence, 
and all knowledge of which McCamish 
positively denies. 

Dr. Moore was the last witness on 
the stand in rebuttal, Mr. Williams an- 
nouncing after finishing with the wit- 
ness, that he was then prepared to 
make his argument. The hour for ad- 
journment was close at hand, however, 
and Judge Smith adjourned the case 
until this morning at 9:30 o’clock. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams will open 
the argument with a three hours’ ad- 
dress to the jury. Mr. Rush, for the 
defense, will follow, Mr. Davis, his col- 
league, to conclude the argument for 
the defense. Mr. Williams will close 
with an address covering a period of 
about three hours. 

McCamish yesterday testified that he 
had never made a confession to Madi- 
son or any one else, but no evidence 
was produced to impeach the character 
of Madison. 


THE BRADY LIBEL CASE, 


Testimony in Behalf of the Defense 
Submitted. 


The trial of the case of Mary Brady 
against the Times-Mirror Company, an 
action to recover damages for alleged 
libel, was resumed before Judge Waldo 
M. York and a jury in Department 
Three of the Superior Court yesterday 
afternoon. Some new evidence was 
submitted on deposition by the de- 
fense, and verbal testimony was intro- 
‘duced. Ex-Supervisor Judson of San 
Diego was on the stand, and will be 
recalled today by the defense. The 
trial will be resumed at 10 a. m. today. 


CREEDE CASE CONTINUED. 


Widow of the Deceased Millionaire 
Appears in Court. 

The Creede will case came up in De- 
partment Five before Judge Clark yes- 
terday, the widow of the deceased mil- 
lionaire appearing in connection with 
the guardianship of the adopted child. 
The case was continued to Septem- 
ber 28. 

The question under discussion at the 
present time involves the guardian- 
ship of the adopted child, who, under 
the stipulations made in the will of the 
deceased, will come into possession of 
the Creede estate when she shall have 
arrived at the age of 25 years.

THE SOLDIER-PRESIDENT. 


The Republic’s Chief Magistrate and 
the Privates at Buffalo. _ 


[Private Dalzell in Noble County (O.,) 
Republican:] The President’s first ap- 
pearance was made out four miles 
from the heart of the city of Buffalo at 
Camp Jewett, where the common sol- 
diers were quartered snugly in large 
tents. The magnates of the G.A:R. and 
the notable generals and public func- 
tionaries were, of course, luxuriously 
ensconced in the great hotels near the 
center of that magnificent city—and 
thither many of the boys thought the 
President would first be driven with 
his distinguished escort and eclat after 
his arrival. But McKinley makes no 
mistakes—he isn’t built that way—and 
so as soon as he landed from his yacht, 
he was escorted direct to our camp by 
the nearest route, and quietly took 
up his quarters at the hotel along- 
side and quite close to our camp. 
Had it not been for the grand 
salute from the big guns of the 
fort announcing his coming, few would 
have known he had come at all, so 
quietly and quickly was he transferred 
from the water to his rooms in the 
hotel. As he rode along in plain view, 
for it was a bright afternoon, he was 
recognized and cheered to the echo by 
strolling bands of soldiers who hap- 
pened to be near the short route from 
the boat to the hotel where he was to 
stop. 

After a while the crowd began to as- 
semble near and in front of the hotel. 
They cheered and called good-humoredly 
for him to come out. It was a pretty 
picture—as you looked from the hotel 
front, close by were long straight lines 
of white-walled ténts, acres of them, 
among the green grass and ofershad- 
owing: trees. The tents and streets 
were swarming with blue-coated G.A.R, 
men—for no other had access to those 
tents. They were soon on the march to 
the point of attraction in front of the 
hotel where the crowd was. gathering 
by thousands, and where all expected 
to hear one of those familiar McKin- 
ley speeches. In color and interest the 
audience was a peculiar one—smiles on 
faces of tan and wrinkles: smiles on 
womanly beauty and childish inno- 
cence, and over all a clear blue summer 
sky, and just back a little the blue 
waters of the lake. The deep voice of 
cannon rang out from the forts, and 
the land answered back with resound- 
ing cheers scarce less loud and im- 
pressive.. And now the crowd has 
swelled to vast proportions, and were 
impatient for a sight of the President 
and a speech. The great billows of 
blue rolled and surged, as cheer rose 
upon cheer, and call upon call for the 
President, and the ladiés’ fans were 
twinkling and fluttering like butterflies 
in a flower garden—for the afternoon 
was warm. It was a good-humored 
crowd withal, for it was largely sol- 
diers and their families who had long 
known and ,admired McKinley, and, 
therefore, knew right well that he 
would be as glad to see them as if they 
were his brothers and sisters. They 
felt at home there, and knew what was 
coming. Still their anxiety to see the 
idol of the boys in blue urged them to 
cheer and call for him. 

As yet he came not. 

As the tumult of applause was at its 
height suddenly there came a hush 
over that vast multitude. Away up in 
the third or fourth story of the build- 
ing toward which all eyes were strain- 
ing, behind a closed window from which 
the curtains had been drawn, all at 
once caught a glimpse of a sweet fair 
womanly face of transcendant beauty 
and tenderness, and all recognized as 
the face of Mrs. McKinley. 

That was enough—for a moment you 
could have heard your nearest neigh- 
bor breathe. such was the hush that 
fell on the hitherto noisy crowd. She 
amiled and waved her little white hand- 
kerchief behind the closed wihdow 
where all saw her sitting feebly, gently, 
the picture of patience and resignation, 
the personification of saintly joy and 
goodness. When angels come, the 
world always does them unronscious 
homage. It has been truly said: 

“The noblest are the tenderest, 
The truest are the brave.” 


And so there among those swarthy | 


and grizzled heroes of. two thousand 
battles there was not warnting that 
tenderness and gallantry which the 
true soldier always displays all uncon- 
sciously at the apparition of the ideal 
woman, especially if delicate and fee- 
ble. It is the homage courage pays to 
virtue. 

But the silence was but for a mo- 
ment when ten thousand fair hands 
were waving back their compliments 
to the sweet, pale face in the window, 
and applause arose again in 10,000 
happy voices. 

As we looked up at that fair face in 
the window, it seemed the face of a 
saint, looking down from the sky, full 
of pity and love for the world. Purity 
and grace in every lineament, and the 
soft, subduing touch of suffering borne. 
with angelic meekness, “the touch of 
nature which makes the world akin’— 
for the strongest know not what dark 
paths their own feet may tread—this 
and more we read through the tears 
that gathered uncalled and irresistibly, 
as the pale and patient face beamed 
down on us from that window with all 
kindness and sympathy that faith at- 
tributes to those benign and celestial 
Suardians whose anxious eyes are on 
us ever, whether we wake or sleep. 
A moment more and the President 
himself appears on the, balcony and the 
face at the window disappears—unseen 
to us, it is probably nearer to him 
now. And here he is sure enough; can 
you trust’ your eyes, or are you dream- 
ing? Is it the man you saw at Antie- 
tam, a beardless boy in the ranks “un-« 
honored and unsung?” It is PRI- 
VATE M’KINLEY, enough, the rag- 
ged, weary boy who, musket on shoul- 
der, trudged through the Virginias with 
us but yesterday. And say you, the 
day of miracles is past, and in all hu- 
man history you cannot match this 
marvel. But there he is, and he is 
speaking to us of the brave days of 
old. We have seen, if not read, Presi- 
dents’ messages before, but here is a 
new message—a comrade President 
telling his comrades he is as much a 
comrade as he ever was. Some men 
might say that and few believe it. I 
have heard it when it sounded hollow 
and false. Haven't you? But who 
doubts McKinley's sincerity, truth and 
candor? He never had an enemy yet, 
but if he ever has one hereafter, even 
that enemy shall not be able to doubt 
a word this plain, honest man says.. 

I heard that same tone of fraternity 
and comradeship from the same lips 
years before any friend of his dreamed 
of him as a possible President—it has 
the same tone it always had—not a 
note changed; it has the old ring yet. 
I believe in my very soul that he 
thinks more of the brave men of the 
musket today than he does. of 
any tinselry crank, don’t you? But lis- 
ten—he is speaking—are you watching 
the emotions too deep for expression 
beaming from his kind blue eyes, and 
floating like clear bugle calls in every 
word that he speaks? He is in touch 
with us as no other President ever 
was—he is the first who marched: in 
our unnamed ranks. He has the feel- 
ing for us, without disparaging our of- 
ficers in the least that he never had 
or can have for them. It requires no 
magic to read in every line of hie 
handsome and expressive face—it 
thrills you to hear him call you ‘“‘com- 
rades,”” for you Know he means it. 
That is why he is here and addressing 
you before he proceeds to the great city 
to receive its plaudits and grace its 
festive functions, by the dignity of his 
high office and the commanding power 
of his eloquence tonight. 

He has truly come to his own and 
his own are receiving out here on the 
green carpet of nature, and under the 
blue dome of the summer sky, and 
when did king or conqueror have 
broader, higher, grander audience-room 
or salon than this? 

And so the President has come and 
gone, and the poor, unnamed obscure 
men of the rank and file shall never, 
never forget the kind comrade Presi- 
dent who hastened to meet and greet 
them here today before he turned his 
steps toward the august ceremonies of 
the men of wealth and rank—prefer- 
ring first to show his face in our camp 
and remind us that he is not above his 
brethren of the nameless rank.

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VICTORY FOR SAN PEDRO. 

At last the beginning of the end of 
the San Pedro harbor controversy is 
in sight. The dispatches from Wash- 
ington, this morning, will bring joy 
to the friends of San Pedro, and to 
the people of Southern California, 
who are directly and vitally inter- 
ested in the outcome of this long- 
drawn-out contest. San Pedro is vic- 
torious. The harbor is to be built, 
and the work is to go forward with- 
out further unnecessary delay. Bids 
are to be advertised for immediately, 
-and the work of'construction will fol- 
low in due course of time. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet, the opinion of 
Attorney-General McKenna relative to 
the harbor question was read. It 
practically disposed of the objections 
‘raised by. the Secretary of War, and 
made clear the fact that there were no 
real obstacles in the way of proceed- 
ing with the work. Secretary Alger 
was instructed, in accordance with 
this opinion, to proceed to advertise 
for bids with a view to the execution 
of the law as it:stands. This order is 
imperative, and Secretary Alger can 
no longer delay the work. ‘He has re- 
ceived orders direct from the Presi- 
dent and the. Cabinet which he cannot 
ignore. He must _ proceed, whether 
willingly or unwillingly, to execute the 
law. 

Private information, of the most di- 
rect and authoritative character, re- 
ceived simultaneously with the tele- 
graphic dispatches, confirms THE 
Tres in the conviction which it has 
entertained from the beginning, that 
the President has been right on this 
question from the first, and has never 
wavered in his determination to see 
the law enforced in spirit as well as 
in letter. While some impatient ones 
have been disposed to cavil at the de- 
lay, and to blame the President for 
not forcing action in this matter, it is 
now clear that such criticisms were 
premature, ill-timed and unjust. 
There have been reasons for the delay 
which the people of this section could 
not fully understand, in the absence of 
a complete knowledge of all the facts 
bearing upon the case. | 

Tue Toes has counseled patience 
and forbearance throughout all the 
vexatious phases of this controversy, 
confident that in the end all would 
be well, The. outcome fully justifies 
this position. The enemies of the peo- 
ple’s site have been vanquished, and 
the building of, the breakwater for “a

What is 
wanted is reference to specific viola- 
tions of the law of contracts and that 
higher law which says “thou shalt 
not steal.”” The concerns that palm 
off inferior fruit as a high-grade 
quality should be placed in the pil- 
lory, where they may be seen of all 
men. A few examples would teach 
these trade miscreants that honesty 
is not only the best policy, but that 
any other policy reads ruin.

Pure Water. 


[New York Bond Register:] Of great 
importance is the work that frees the 
drinking water of large cities from its 
impurities. Five ears ago Hamburg 
had an epidemic of cholera, which was 
traced to the pollution of the drinking 


| water taken from the River Elbe. There 


were nearly nine thousand deaths. Al- 
tona, just across the river, received its 
drinking water from the same river, 
and yet there were extremely few cases 
of cholera. The explanation was that 
Altona passed the water through filter 
beds. Filtration of London’s water 
supply reduced the death rate from ty- 
ae fever 86 per cent. Filtration in 
arsaw rid the city of typhoid, which 
had been extremely prevalent there. 
Ten cities of Europe have introduced 
filtration, with the immediate result of 
driving typhoid fever away.’ In this 
country, Lawrence, in Massachusetts, 
after suffering from several epidemics 
of typhoid, found health and immunity 
in a filter system. A writer on this 
subject has compiled the statistics of 
typhoid mortality of twenty-four cities 
of the world for four years. In New 
York, for instance, the rate per 
00,000 was 20.4, while in Berlin 
it was only 8 in V 
Rotterdam 5.2, and in The H 
these four cities using filter 
In Chicago the rate was as ag 84, 
in Washington 76.6, and the whole av- 
erage of the cities using unfiltered 
water was many times higher than 
those using filtered water. e show- 
ing is so plain and so positive that 
there can be no doubt of the absolute 
value of filtration for large cities, for 
it would mean $0 a plate like New York 
the saving of hundreds of lives every 


year. 

Filtration removes 98 per cent. of the 
bacteria, and this fact is being driven 
home to the understanding of the 
dwellers in large centers of population. 
There is no doubt that the next gener- 
ation will see the drinking water of 
cities brought through these immense 
sand filters and purified before it 
reaches the consumers.

MINERS GOING OUT DAILY IN| 


: PENNSYLVANIA. 


Eleven Thousand Men Have quit 
Work and All Important Col-. 
lieries Will Soon Be Idle. 


GOBIN HOLDING THE FORT. 


HE DOES NOT SEND HOME ANY OF 
HIS TROOPS, 


Decisive Meeting at Latimer—Super- 
intendent Blake Refuses the De- 
mand of the Strikers—Guards 
for Officials’ Houses. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

HAZLETON (Pa.,) Sept. 14.—Despite 
a variety of alarming rumors and @ 
morning movement of a body of miners 
which looked formidable, today passed 
without serious disturbance in the 
strike region. Matters wear such an 
uncertain aspect, however, that Gen. 
Gobin declares that the removal of the 
troops or any portion of them has not 
been contemplated. 

The strike itself-is spreading with 
great rapidity. Exact estimates of the 
number of men who have quit work are 
hard to obtain, but conservative figures 
place it close to 11,000, with indications 
that in a short time every colliery of 
importance in the region will be idle. 
Although some disposition has been 
shown by small bodies of strikers in 
the outlying districts to made demon- 
strations, they’ have been of a rather 
feeble character, and the great ma- 
jority of the men are docile. 

At Latimer this afternoon a largely- 
attended and decisive meeting of strik- 
ers was held to receive the answer of 
the company to their demands... With 
a large body of strikers gathering in 
the open space before the company’s 
store, Superintendent Blake came to 
the door and gave them their answer. 
It was short and to the point, and it 
was met with action equally as deci- 
sive. The demands had béen formu- 
lated as follows: 

“We desire and wish the privilege 
of buying our provisions where we 
think proper, instead of being forced 
to buy at the company store; we want 
a .20 per cent. advance for all classes 
of labor; we demand the dismissal of 
all parties who took part on last Fri- 
day, September 10, in the shooting af- 
fray; we demand that all classes of 
labor be paid the same for rock work 
as for coal on idle days; we demand 
that no man shall be discharged for 
acting on this committee.”’ 

The company’s answer to this was; 
first, that the men are not, and never 
have been, obliged ‘to buy exclusively 
at the company store; second, that the 
advance would not be granted because 
the company was paying the average 
rate of the region; third, the company 
absolutely refuses, without assigning 
any reason, to discharge anybody who 
participated in the shooting; fourth, 
that the men suspended on idle days 
have the privilege of taking some other 
person’s place, thus making good the 
difference in rate between rock and 
coal work; and fifth, that no mdn shall 
be discharged for acting on the griev- 
ance committee. 7 

Superintendent Blake made a short 
speech to the men, urging them to re- 
turn to work, and arguing that they 
would gain nothing by remaining idle. 

“What do you say?” he concluded. 


“Will you come back?’ 


There was a moment’s buzz, and a 
chorus of ‘‘No” went up. The super- 
intendent attempted no further per- 
suasion, and the men dispersed. 

There were no additional deaths here 
today. Four or five men who have 
been hovering between life and death 
ever since the shooting were un- 
changed, but all of the others were 
doing well, and many already have 
been discharged from the hospital. 

Guards are still being placed around 
the houses of several of the mine su- 
perintendents, and during the day a 
sheriff’s deputy was: seen about the 
streets, guarded by two soldiers. 


A HOT RECEPTION. 


‘Riot on the Youghiogheny—One Man 
Fatally Hart. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


PITTSBURGH, Sept. 14.—The Darr 
mine, on the Youghiogheny River, op- 
erated by Osborne & Saeger of Cleve- 
land, O., was the scene of a riot today 
which will probably result in the death 
of at least one man. ; : 

The machine miners started to work 
on Monday. and today a mob of diggers. 
who were opposed to the men working, 
gathered at the pit to give the workers 
a hot reception when they came out of 
the mine. As the miners began coming 
out they were stoned back into the 
pit, and several shots were fired into 
the pit’s mouth after the retreating 
men: One man, whose name cannot 
be learned, more daring than the rest, 
ventured into the open and was stoned 
unmercifully. He will probably die 
from the effects of the abuse. 


ANARCHIST MOUTHINGS. 


Denounced by the Heads of Labor 
Organizations at Chicago. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—Inflammatory 
speeches, like those made in the two 
meetings of Social Democracy branches 
in which the collision between miners 
and deputy sheriffs at Hazleton were 
made the excuse for advising working- 
men to appeal to the knife and the 
torch, will not, the police authorities 
state, be permitted in Chicago. 

“Tt was exactly that kind of talk,” 
said Julius M. Grinnell, the State’s At- 
torney who prosecuted the Anarchists 
of 1886, “which precipitated the Hay- 
market riots. Such meetings should 
not be permitted. The police have 
abundant authority for dispersing such 
meetings. I am not aware of any new 
laws in Illinois covering such offenses, 
but the old laws are good enough.”

the Amalgamated Wood-workers’ As- 
sociation; George Perkins, president of 
the Cigar Makers’ International Un- 
ion; Isaiah Hudgman, secretary of the 
Carpenters’ Council; James O’Connell, 
president of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists; J. G. Thompson, 
financial secretary of the Federation of 
Labor.

Atten- 
tion has been drawn to the fact that 
during the Chitral campaign the. burst- 
ing of a few star Bhells led the tribes- 
men in the Panjkhora Valley to aban- 
don.their intention to rush a camp at 
night. There is an obvious advantage 
in a searchlight as a means of de- 
fense for standing camps liable to hos- 
tile attack. Another point well worthy 
of consideration is that by throwing a 
beam of light around the points ex- 
posed to attack the stalking in the 
darkness and the murder of sentries 
and outlying pickets, which is now of 
frequent occurrence, may be prevented, 
What is now greatly needed for mili- 
tary purposes is a readily-portable 
search-lighting plant; -ome--that could 
be carried by pack animals and ac-. 
company a force advancing into an 
enemy’s country, to be used for the 
protection of camps.

It is estimated that 
there are fully again that many buyers 
in town who have,come by other means 
of transportation and who will _ not 
have to register their names. C. 8S. 
Tomlinson, secretary of the associatio 
says it is safe to say that each one o 
these buyers will average $3000 in pur- 
chases. On the basis that there are 
2000 of the country merchants who will 
come this week, their total expendi- 
tures will make the enormous sum of 
$6,000,000. This, added to the $4,000,000 
spent during the first session of the as- 
sociation, makes a total of $10,000,000 
left in Chicago by personal buyers. 

“T have talked with a great many of 
the merchants,” said Mr. Tomlinson, 
“and there is no question that a tidal 
wave of business is overwhelming the 
wholesale interests of the city. More 
merchants are in the city this week 
than ever before in the history of the 
city. More dollars’ worth of goods are 
being purchased than ever before. 
These statements can be verified by 
any skeptical person by making a few 
inquiries of the heavy jobbers or gen- 
eral salesmen. 

FARMERS ARE CHEERFUL, 


“The millinery business is probably 
exceeding its natural proportions, but 
the big. sales are simply indicative of 
the general prosperous conditions ex- 
isting among the farmers. They have 
money: for the first time in several 


years and they are squaring their ac- 


counts and buying new clothing for 
themselves and’ families. The mer- 
chants say the farmers are cheerful. I 
understand, however, that the country 
buyers are purchasing very conserva- 
tively.

REED ON RETURN PROSPERITY. 


Vigorous Words to Theorists Who 
Call Our Rejuvenation an Accident. 


“Has prosperity come now? Is it 
close upon us,” asks Thomas B. Reed 
in the San Francisco Call. 

‘It is always unwise to prophesy 
about the immediate future, for it may 
be remembered against you if you go 
wrong, and as you are only mortal the 
chances of being right are against you. 
It is better to prophesy about things to 
happen in a hundred years, or prefera- 
_ bly in a thousand, for then if you go 
wrong you are all dead and distributed. 

“Nevertheless, all symptoms of pros- 
perity are here. Men are willing to 
lend money, and sensible men are wil- 
ling to take it and risk it in new enter- 
prises. In a word, it looks like 1879. 

“Another encouraging symptom is 
‘that the financial medicine men are 
now explaining in a low tone of voice 
why what they said.in such loud tones 
last year was not so. This is a prelude 
to the utter silence. which will fall 
upon them in due time—a silence which 
will be a signal that the world has set- 
tled another financial problem in the 
only way it can be settled, and that is 
in the minds of the people. 

“A good many questions have been 
settled these last few years. In all de- 
bates in the House this past session 
there was but one man who even men- 
tioned the ‘consumer,’ and he was from 
Kentucky. In other years, if you could 
believe our debates, we had no popu- 
lation except ‘constmers.’ Producers 
did not exist. Not a word did we have 
in the debates of this year about th 
need of low prices. We already ha 
them, and mouths which used to start 
echoes in wild longings for low prices 
were devising plans for raising prices, 
and acted as if they had never helped 
on what Thomas Carlyle calls ‘a ca- 
reer of the cheap and nasty.’ 

“At this moment these blind leaders 
of the blind are explaining why the 
rise in wheat is no help to the farmers. 
‘It is only an accident,’ they say. ‘Poor 
crops elsewhere, and so we sell at a 
profit; that is all. You will be no bet- 
ter off in the end, for such accidents 
cannot happen in the future. You will 
have ‘to pay high prices for what you 
buy, and so you will be in the same 
case in another year as you were the 
year. before last.’ | 

“What idle talk this is. Returns 
from the wheat crop and other cereals 
spent in purchases start the nation to 
work. When a nation once gets to 
work it will not stop until it gets out 
of gear again, and then it will halt, and 
then it will go on again in a succes- 
sion of like events forever and forever. 
These eminent gentlemen might as well 
say to the pendulum of a wound-up 
clock, ‘You had better give up this 
weary job. You were started with a 
push, and nobody is going to sit up 
nights to keep on pushing you.’ 

“Every historic period of revival has 
beeh like this. Some event at a ripe 
moment happens, like the resumption 
of specie payments, the setting of 
money in motion by a reduction of the 
interest on a part of the national debt 
or the passage of the Tariff Bill, which, 


rightly or wrongly, people believe in. } 


Human nature and .human affairs,

SECRETARY ALGER’S ANNOUNCE- 
MENT JOYFULLY RECEIVED. 


General Satisfaction That the Law 
is to Be Executed According to 
the Intention of Congress and 
not Thwarted by Uncle. 


The news that Atty.-Gen. McKenna 
had brought the San Pedro Harbor 
matter up in a Cabinet meeting for 
final settlement, and that Secretary 
Alger had definitely announced his in- 
tention to obey the law and advertise 
immediately for bids for the construc- 
tion of the San Pedro breakwater, 
traveled rapidly yesterday afternoon, 
and was joyfully received by the citi- 
zens of Los Angeles. Before the news 
was printed many private telegrams 
had been received, and there was much 
telephoning for confirmation and con- 
sratulation. The Times telephone was 
kept busy receiving inquiries as to the 
authenticity of the report that was cur- 
rent on the street, and when the anx- 
ious inquirers were told that the news 
was undoubtedly correct, they all said, 

Good” and “Hooray.” 

Interviews with prominent citizens 
might be printed by the score, but as 
everybody, axcept a few of Uncle's 
peons, joins in the jubilation, there is 
really nothing to be said except that 

S Angeles and Southern California 
rejoice that the Secretary’s mind has 
been cleared of all uncertainty as to 
the intention of Congress, and that he 
has been shown by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral how to carry out that intention 
and provide a deep-water harbor for 
the commerce of this. section of 


the country. Public opinion of 
the Southern Pacific’s persistent 
opposition to the project, and in- 


solent efforts to annul the laws of the 
land, has been expressed so frequently 
and thoroughly that nobody wastes 
time at this juncture in talking about 
the pernicious plottings of Uncle Collis 
and his lackeys.

sibly he found some ambiguity in the 
wording of the act but nobody else 
had any doubt of its meaning. The 
legal opinion of the: Attorney-General 
seems to have cleared away all such 
doubts from the Secretary’s mind and 
I have no doubt now that he will pro- 
ceed in good faith to do what the law 
requires him to do.” 3

MURDER AT BALLONA 


‘A. J. BOWMAN KILLED BY “DR.” 
DEWITT CRANDALL. 


The Victim Was Shot in the Back 
While Running Away from 
His Slayer. 


THE MEN HAD BEEN FRIENDS. 


BUT A WOMAN MADE TROUBLE BE- 
TWEEN THEM. 


The Difficulty Began During a 
Drunken Orgy Sunday Night. 
The Murderer Pleads

De Witt Frank Crandall shot and 
killed A. J. Bowman at La Ballona 
yesterday. Then he surrendered -him- 
self to Constable Louis Brakesuhler of 
Ballona Township and said he was 
sorry he did it. But he did not act 
as though he was very sorry, for a 
‘cooler and more collected man, after 
the killing, was not to be found re en: 
Angeles county. 

The scene of the tragedy is a seasatin: 
beach about five miles south of Santa 
Monica, and there was only one eye- 
witness of the shooting. According 
to this man’s story, and the’ witness 
is a friend of Bowman’s slayer, the 
killing was rather a cold-blooded mur- 
der, whether or not premeditated. The 
murderer justified his act on the 
ground of self-defense; but shooting 
a man'in the back while he is running 
away from the shooter may not strike 
an intelligent jury: as a tenable excuse 
for manslaughter. ‘That, however, 
is a question for future decision. 

The reputation of the slayer, as well 
as the slain, is none too good. The 
associations of both have been such 
as to class them among the creatures 
known in police circles as macquer- 
eaux, or “macs.”’ 

Crandall is 25 years old, of genteel 
appearance, and the son of E. J. Cran- 
dall, a well-known veterinary surgeon 
who has practiced his profession in 
Los Angeles for many years. Young 
Crandall also professes to be a horse 
doctor, and is known to his intimates 
by the title of ‘Doc.’ A year or 
two ago he conducted the hotel at Bal- 
lona, but that hostelry has long since 
been closed. Lately he has. divided 
his time between Los Angeles and 
Santa Monica, being well known in 
each place. 

Bowman was formerly a locomotive 
fireman, but quit the road and hag for 
several years been leading a- sporting | 
life. He is a large, muscular fellow, 
for whom Crandall would be‘no match 
in a fight without weapons. 

Crandall and Bowman were quite 
friendly with each other up to last 
Sunday night. About ten days ago 
they, in company with another man 
known as Billy White, went to Ballona 
for an outing. It is said White and 
Bowman’s reason for leaving Los An- 
geles was fear of prosecution for vag- 
rancy. Be that as it may, the three 
men'rented a shanty on the beach at 
Ballona and went into camp.’ 

Last Sunday three women known by 
the front names of Maud, May and 
Ruby, and purporting to be the wives 
of White, Crandall and Bowman, re- 
spectively, arrived at Ballona and 
joined the three men. They brought 
considerable money with them, and the 
six proceeded to have a lively time. A 
Keg of beer was ordered from Santa 
Monica. This was delivered about 10 
p.m., and the party made a night of 
it. All the fishermen in the vicinity 
were invited to the camp to drink, and 
the orgie continued long after the 
guests departed. 

It appears that a quarrel arose be- 
tween Crandall and Bowman after mid- 
night, for about 3 o’clock Monday 
morning Crandall and one of the wo- 
men went to the cabin of Joe Hoag- 
land, a fisherman living near by, and 
asked for shelter, saying they sought 
protection from Bowman, who had 
made threats against them. Hoagland 
took them in, and two hours later drove 
them to Los Angeles in a wagon. Ruby 
Grant, Bowman’s alleged wife, left for 
the city later in the day, so that only

As soon as they heard of it, they 
started with all haste for Los Angeles. 

Constable Brakesuhler arrived at the 
Police Station: with his prisoner about 
4 o'clock.

sponded promptly and his first advice 
to the prisoner was to. say nothing 
about the affair, and this counsel was 
strictly obeyed.

Coroner Campbell, Deputy Coroner +, 
Summerfield and Under-Sheriff Clement 
were soon on hand, and it was decided 


to go to Ballona at once to make an in- 
vestigation. The Coroner, his deputy, 
the Under-Sheriff, Constable Brake- 
suhler, his prisoner, Attorney Conkling 
and reporters of the morning papers 
started for Santa Monica on the 5:15 
p.m. Southern Pacific train. Arrived 
there, Undertaker Guidinger joined the 
party, and all but the Constable, the 
prisoner and his lawyer, procured con- 
veyances and drove down the beach to 
Ballona. The undertaker took his dead 
wagon along to remove the murdered 
man’s body to Santa Monica. 


A careful examination of all the sur- 
roundings was made and the fishermen 
in the vicinity closely interrogated, but 


.they could shed little light on the trag- 


edy, as nome had seen the. shooting. 
Some of them were subpoenaed, how- 
ever, to attend the inquest. , 

The corpse had to be carried half a 
mile On a stretcher, and then be fer- 
ried across Ballona slough in a row- 
boat in order to reach the dead wagon. 
Meantime the tide had risen so high 
that it was almost impossible for the 
teams to make their way back to 
Santa Monica ‘on the beach. It was 
after 10 o’clock when the party re- 
turned. 

An autopsy, which was immediately 
held by Drs. Place and Campbell, dis- 
closed the fact that only two of the 
four bullets fired had taken effect. 
The first entered the chest, but was de- 


flected by the breastbone, so that it 
did not-produce a fatal wound. The 


fatal shot entered at the back of the 
neck near the point of the right shoul- 
er, and came out below the left arm- 
pit. It was apparently fired at close 
range at Bowman’s back while he was 
running. The nature of the wounds 
was in accordance with Bremerman’s 


account of the shooting. 


After the autopsy, the Coroner im- 
paneled a jury and began an inquest, 


which lasted late into the night, and. 


was not finished when this report was 
closed. It could have but one result, 
however, and. that is that Bowman 
was killed by Crandall, by being shot 
in the back. 

Bowman was unarmed at the time 
of the shooting. Some of the fisher- 


men said he had made threats to ‘“‘fix’”’ 


Crandall the next time he saw him, 


and that the latter probably had cause }| 


to fear violence. 

Billy White was not at the inquest, 
but he told around town last night 
that he looked out of the window after 
hearing several shots and saw Bow- 
man holding up his hands and running 
away from Crandall. 

Ruby Grant, Bowman’s alleged wife, 
or mistress, when seen in room 23, No. 
127 East third street last nignt, tcld a 
story, which, true, shows that 
murder was premeditated. ishe said 
Crandall came to her room Mondy aft- 
ernoon, called her into the hall and 
struck her several times. He then told 
her he was going to Ballona next day 
to kill Bowman. 

‘The woman declared further that

he made this threat, and must have 
heard it.

Crandall was one of three men ar- 
rested last winter for assaulting 
Deputy Sheriff Hugh Walters at Bal- 
lona. Walters was Henry Keller’s 
game-keeper. Keller has 500 acres 
of game preserves, and Wal rs was on 
the look-out for poachers. He caught 
Crandall and two companions tres- 
passing, and they nearly beat him to 
death. He had them arrested, but 
they all swore that Walters was‘the 
aggressor, and they were acquitted.

ON THE KLONDYKE'TRAIL 


A LOS ANGELENO WRITES OF THE 
JOYS OF ALASKA, 


Wading Icy Rivers in the Capacity 
of a Canal-lioat Mule—Supplies 
to Take to the Yukon Country. 
The Woman Explorer. 


Ws N. Monroe, the founder of Mon- 
frovia and one of the most indomitable 
spirits that ever charged a rebel bat- 
tery, built a railroad, founded a city or 
hunted gold, is on the way to Klondyke, 
and under date of Sheep’s Camp, Au- 
gust 23, writes to a member of The 
Times’ staff as follows: 

“Left San Francisco August 4 on the 
steamer Walla Walla, and was trans- 
ferred.to the Queen at Port Townsend, 
Arrived in Skaguay Bay in eight days 
and Was one day and night unloading 
steameft. Skaguay is where the White 
trail starts from. A wharf going in 


here, a sawmill going up and a town is. 


laid out, in which about two thousand 
people are camped, trying to get over 
the. new trail. Many are turning back, 
discouraged. 
“On August 12 the steamer landed us 
on the rocks, three miles from Skaguay 
Bay || two miles from Dyea. We 
and our goods were landed at high’ tide 
onthe barges, then on the rocks. We 
_ made a boat and went out on the high 
tide the night of the 13th. The tide 
rises. twenty-five feet.. Dyea has one 
store and a lot of tents on a flat at 
the mouth of the Dyea River. The 14th 
we start to tow a small boat with our 
goods six miles to héad of canoe navi- 
gation. We pull on a long rope, wear- 
ing tall gum ,boots.* One soon falls in 
a hole over,a sleek boulder over his 
boots in the icy water. He soon for- 
gets the water is cold, for he has to 
pull on the rope like a Kansas steer 
on a log chain to get over the riffies, 
and watch his boat from upsetting. 
Five hundred men in the stream hot at 
the same time seems to have a w - 
ing effect on. the water. In three days 
we had our goods ail tip to Port Canoe. 

“For comparison: take :the' San‘ Ga- 
briel River with 160“per cent. more 
water, 30 per cent. more wall, moun- 
' tains 100 per cent. higher, 100 per cent. 
more boulders, and 5@ per cent. slicker— 
that is Dyea River. We commenced to 
pack the second day, throwing away. 
all trunks, boxes, féather pillows, etc. 
I have two copies of the Los Angeles 
Times which the boys wanted me _ to 
throw away on: account of their 
weighty news, but I will land them on 
the Klondyke or some other golden 
stream. 

“The trail from canoe navigation to 
heep’s Camp is very rough, crossing 
he river up over the points of hills 
and. recrossing several times in rocks 
and mud mixed. This is the largest 
monkey and parrot time I was ever in, 
and the bird animal are both larger 
from -here to Summit. 

“Sheep’s Camp has two restaurants, 
about ene hundred tents and 400 inhab- 
itants.. Many miners are packing for 
$10 per day, the same as the Indians 
get. We have our goods all over the 
summit, save 500 pounds, and will soon 
be down to Lake Linderman, nine miles 
from the Summit, where we will build 2 
boat and hope to start down the Yukon 
about the 3d of September. We are 
away ahead of all parties that left San 
Francisco when we did. I am with W. 
and J. N. Pearson of Los An-

Some women 
are on the trail dressed in miners’ hats, 
overall and coats, but you can tell 
they are women when they come to the 
mud, for they reach to the: rear for 
skirts, and then they have that tired 
look!

CLOSING DOWN WELLS. 


Agreement May Go into Effect. at 
Noon Today.

ANOTHER FINANCIAL PLAN. 
President Stickney of the Chicago 
Great Western Railway, recently read 
paper in Minnesota on national 
finances, in which, after reviewing in 
detail the history of the financial ad- 
ministration of the United States, he 
proposed, in betterment of the existing 
system, a great central bank, over 
which the national government would 
only _have supervisory control, with 
branches through the country, and be 
the depository of the government’s 
funds, and be its financial agent and do 
a general] banking business, on a some- 
what reduced reserve, andissue paper 
money from $20 denominations up, free 
of tax and secured by government 
bonds and gold and other securities, 
and receive government deposits free 
of interest. He would redeem the green- 
backs and silver certificates, etc., grad- 
ually, until nothing but the central 
bank currency remains, with the silver 
in the treasury issued at par as money. 
That is the substance of the plan. 
Generally speaking, the plan of the 
United Staes bank is followed. 


COMMERCIAL. 


FIGHTING THE STANDARD OIL. 
The Standard Oil Company appears to 
have become aroused at the attempt 
of the Puente Oil Company to defy the 
big corporation.. According to advices 
from Pomona, the Standard is going to 
begin in earnest the job of crushing out 
the Puente Company, which is the only 
competitor it now has west of St. Louis. 
A dispatch from Pomona to the San 
Francisco Chronicle states that the 
Standard Company is rushing to com- 
pletion oil-storage houses at Pomona, 
Riverside, Chino and all other points in 
that section where its agents have said 
that the Puente Company does its best 
business. These houses will be finished 
in about a week, and thén they will be 
filled to their full capacity, while a 
small army of agents will go out and 
solicit orders for Standard oil at prices 
below cost of production. 

Last week the Standard put its prices 
lower than ever before in Pomona Val- 
ley. The Puente company is going to 
give its big competitor a hard battle, 
and every one is watching to see how 
the Standard will go about crushing its 
little competitor. 

The Puente company will have the 
good wishes of all loyal Southern Cali- 
fornians in its fight against the big 
monopoly. Good wishes will, however, 
avail little, unless the public stands in 
and supports the company by purchas- 
ing its product. It is plain that the re- 
duction in prices made by the Standard 
Company is only a temporary one, for 
the purpose of crushing out its adver- 
sary, and that as soon as this is accom- 
plished the price will be raised higher 
than ever. nder such circumstances, 
it would be folly as well as disloyalty 
for Southern Californians to cease 
patronizing the local company, becausé 
of a temporary cut in price on ane part 
of the big oil corporation. 

We have been talking for some time 
past about home products in this sec- 
tion. Here is a good chance to show 
that we intend to do something besides 
talking. If a Southern California firm 
can succeed in making successful com- 
petition with the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, it would not only break the 
record, but would prove a grand adver- 
tisement for Southern California, as it 
will be talked of among business men 
all over the United States. ; 


FULLERTON WALNUTS. Advices 
from Fullerton state that a contract 


has been closed which disposed of the 


walnut crop of the Fullerton Associa- 
tion, which will. handle about forty 
carloads this season. The sale was 
made to Porter Brothers & Company, 
Incorporated, of San Francisco, and 
the J. K. Armsby Company of Chi- 
cago. The exact figure is not given, 
but it is understood to be about 9 
cents per pound for soft shells and 
7% cents for hard shells. 

The Fullerton walnuts are of ex- 
cellent quality, and have been bringing 
good prices for the past five years. 


THE LOS ANGELES WATER 
QUESTION. In Municipal Engineer- 
ing for September is an article on the 
Los Angeles water supply question, 
in which, after reciting the facts in 
the case, and the steps that have been 
taken by the City Council to come to 
an agreement with the Water Com- 
pany. the writer says: 

“The case in Los Angeles is some- 
what different from the cases in Kan- 
sas City, Omaha, Syracuse and other 
places, where municipal ownership has 
been discussed recently, for the reason 
that the original franchise was for a 
definite period, which is now about ex- 
pired, and states in definite terms 
that the company at the end of the 
period will return the waterworks to 
' the city in good order and condition, 
reasonable wear and the damage of 
the elements excepted, wpon the pay- 
ment to them of the valye of the 
improvements made after the contract 
is entered into, and that the city will 
accept the works and make such pay- 
ments, the amounts to be ascertained 
in case the parties cannot agree, by 
three appraisers. 

“The report of the City Engineer 
is the first full step toward the com- 
pletion of the terms of the contract. 
The terms of the original contract 
seem, from the report, to be practi- 
cally unchanged in this regard, not- 
withstanding the great change in con- 
ditions since they were first deter- 
mined upon. The economy to the 
city of a purchase of the works is ob- 
viois, and the difficulty of securing 
a reasonably adequate service from 
the company without making conces- 
sions which would be quite burden- 
some is as clearly seen. It should 
not be difficult for the city and the 
Water Company to agree upon the 
value of the improvements under the 
present conditions.”

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—Today’s operations 
have resulted in another substantial advance 
in the Jevel of prices on the Stock Exchange. 
There was some talk during the morning of 
a powerful bear pool which was prepared for 
extensive operations for a decline. The sup- 
posed prestige of this combination, coupled 
with the fact that London prices came lower, 
apparently because of doubts raised by yes- 
terday’s réaction here, led to the early suc- 
cess of the bear senitment. The arguments 
they used were the same as yesterday—the 
likelihood of entanglement over the Cuban 
question, the danger of yellow fever, and ad- 
dition to the damage done by the ‘storm on 
the Gulf of Mexico. The whole list receded 
a fraction. Later came denials from Wash- 
ington that warlike measures were projected 
on the Cuban question. The first reports of 
heavy damage by the Gulf storm were also 
denied. At the same time, the marked weak- 
ness in the exchange market came into no- 
tice, actual rates for both long and ~— 
sterling and for cables receding %@% p 
cent. London was also buying quite 
favorite stocks. Reports of wheat shortage in 
Italy and France added to the assurance of 
continued heavy exports of grain to be paid 
for. The advance in cotton at Liverpool 
tended to the same end. These indications of 
a prospective increase of the balance of trade 
in our favor led to expectations by foreign 
bankers that a heavy gold-import movement 
was certain to result and was likely soon to 
commence. The evidence of the exchange 
market on this point was strengthened by the 
hardening tendency of the money market, 
call loans commanding as high as 3 per cent., 
and only a few exceptional loans being made 
below 2 per cent. Money continued also to 
move freely to the interior. As the general 
news bearing on the business outlook, all 
continued favorable to the prospect of gold 
imports, and favored the bulls. At the same 
time it was reported from Washington that 
the difference between the government and 
the syndicate organized to purchase the Union 
Pacific had been arranged, and that approval 
would be given at the Cabinet meeting in the 
afternoon. It was on this account that Union 
Pacific became so prominent in the afternoon 
rise, its extreme advance being 3%, and its 
net gain 2%. The market reacted to some 
extent before the close, and this, coupled 
with the early declines, makes the net gains 
considerably smaller than the extreme ad- 
vances. The price of bonds fell off at the 
opening, but the market became strong later.

CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—The opening in wheat 
was very strong; December, which closed 
Monday afternoon at 9414@94%, opened at 
from 9544@95%, and during the next half- 
hour started ‘up again from the latter point 
and rose with the same aggressive persistency 
that has so frequently characterized it in the 
last three months, December getting up to 
93354@96% about 11:30 a.m.. Apparently the 
reluctance of Liverpool to follow yesterday's 
decline—that market opening but little lower 
-—caused the opening strength, and later Liv- 
erpool advices showing that market to have 
risen 1d, were certainly responsible for the 
second rally. The real reasons for the early 
strength were some very bad French and 
Italian crop reports, and some statistics from 
the Washington Agricultural Bureau showing 
that Europe would have to import 265,000,000 
bushels of wheat from North America this 
season, all of which, with the exception of 
about 25,000,000 bushels, must come from the 
United States, a larger total than has ever 
been called forth in one season before. The 
French Minister of Agriculture reported the 
wheat crop of that country 85,789,000 bushels 
short of last year’s, while the Italian crop 
was said to show 56,500,000 shortage. Locusts 
were also said to be playing havoc with the 
Argentine crop. Chicago receipts were 377 
aa only one car of them contract, and 

1,008,000 bushels were inspected out. The 
Atlantic port clearances for the day were 
equal in wheat and flour to 761,000 bushels. 
Bradstreet’s reported the world’s stocks in- 
creased 5,700,000 bushels, 1,900,000 of which in- 
crease was east of the Rockies in the United 
States and Canada, and 3.800,000 bushels of it 
in and afloat for Europe. Previous to the 
receipt of _Bradstreet’s statement the closing 
quotations of the foreign markets had been 
received, showing considerable change from 
the early tone. They showed Paris wheat ic 
per bushel lower for the near deliveries, and 
1%c lower for November-February, and 
Antwerp 1%c lower. although 144d 
higher for the futures, was from 14d to 1d 
lower for spot cash, except spot No. 1 
northern spring, which was unchanged. The 
weakness of the closing cables caused a re- 
action to 94%, and when the large visible in- 
crease was made known a further decline to 
94% ensued. The market closed at 9414@945% 
for December. A good speculation business 
was done in corn at an advance on the clos- 
ing prices yesterday. The advance was due 
to sympathy with wheat and to the dry, hot 
weather. Shorts covered liberally. The com- 
parative weakness of wheat late in the day 
caused a relaxation in the demand, and a 
reaction ensued, during which most of the 
advance was lost. Provisions started strong 
with corn, but fear of the possibility of the 
fever becoming more general caused a gen- 
eral selling movement, and a sharp decline 
from the opening price. There was general 
inquiry at inside’ figures, and prices rallied 
slightly from. the bottom. The changes in 
oats were slight and unimportant.

ARRESTED AFTER MANY DAYS 
FOR EMBEZZLEMENT, 


A Small Blaze Calls Out the Fire De- 
partment — Pasadena Souvenir 
Book Will Soon Be Issued—Notes 


PASADENA, Sept. .14.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.]. Warrants were issued several 
Weeks ago from Justice Merriam’s court for 
William Fushia, George Toms and James An- 
derson on the charge of embezzling a chest- 


unt mare and buggy. from Allen & Reid,. 


stable-keepers of this city. 

The facts of the case as shown at the trial 
of Anderson are that Fushia engagéd the 
outfit for a ride and promised.to return. the 
horse by noon. He invited Toms. and An- 
derson to accompanv him, and late in the 
afternoon the stable-keepers got out warrants 
for the arrest of the parties on the charge 
of embezzlement. 

Fushia gave Constable Wallis the slip when 
arrested, by going into the front door and 
out of the back door of a house, and has only 
been in Pasadena once since, and that was 
when he read in the paper that the Con- 
stable was at Catalina: The trial of Ander- 
son was held today before Justice Merriam 
an@ the facts above described were deduced 
from the testimony, as well as that Anderson 
and Toms did not know anything. about 
Fushia’s promise to return the horse at noon 
until late in the afternaan, and then Fushia 
stated that he had money enough to pay for 
the team. Two men from San Gabriel testi- 
fied that the young men had fed and watered 
the horse, and“were apparently careful of its 
comfort, After listening to the evidence 
Justice Merriam discharged Anderson. 

‘As soon as the trial was over; Constable 
Wallis made up his mind that when the trial 
of George Toms was called on Friday morn- 
ing he would have Fushia present, if he 
was in the county, and accordingly went to 
Los Angeles, and after loafing around the 
usual haunts of Fushia, by a little subter- 
fuge learned that he was employed as dish- 
washer at the Broadway Hotel. Thither he 
went, but the employes did not know of any 
such party as William Fushia, and the only 
person whose name might be William was 
“Billy, the dishwasher, and he had gone 
out for a pail of beer. The constable stepped 
outside, and as Fushia came along with the 
beer he asked him if he was ‘“‘Billie’’ Fushia. 
Fushia replied, ‘“‘No, sir; my name is George 
Johnson.’" ‘‘Well, George Johnson, or Fushia, 
jot as you want, I will have to take you 
back to Pasadena, and this time you won’t 


get out of my sight. 

Before Justice Merriam early this evenin 
Fushia was held in $200 bonds for trial, an 
sent to the latal lock-up in default of the 


bend. 

. Late? in the evening the case against 
Fushia was settled by his father paying the 
costs of court and the liverymen’s claim, and 


then as the case was brought under the sec-’ 


tion of the Political Code allowing a compro- 
tise, the stable-keepers asked that the case 


be dismissed, and the court so ordered. a

WATER SUPPLY OF SAN DIEGO 
RUNNING SHORT, 


Legal Point Affecting Right of 
Water Companies to Collect Hy- 
drant Rentals—News Notes of 


General Interest, 


SAN DIEGO, Sept. 14.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Word was received here yester- 
day that a guard at the Yuma prison, while 
working a force of prisoners on the construc- 
tion of a building downtown, discovered 
six two-ounce sacks of Maraguana which had 
been cached in reach of the convicts, to be 
smuggled into the prison. Maraguana is a 
kind of weed, the extract from which is 
more powerful than opium. The Mexicans 
mix it in tobacco and smoke it in cigarettes, 
When used too freely it has a hilarious in- 
toxicating effect. The weed is grown from 


seed by cultivation in Southern Arizona and 
Mexico, 


SAN DIEGO’S WATER SUPPLY. 

Owing to the light rainfall the past two 
years the water supply for San Diego and the 
country roundabout is running a little short, 
and consumers are notified to be as saving as 
possible of the water in the sprinkling of 
awns and irrigation of fields. 

Work is now’ well under way by the South- 
ern California Mountain Water Company as 
well as by the Flume Company, on extensive 
water systems in the mountains, about fifty 
miles back of San Dfego, and as soon as 
these are completed, which will be in less 
than one year’s time, this section of country 
will be the best watered of any portion of 
the great State of California. 

IMPORTANT LEGAL POINT. 

An important new question was raised by

POMONA, Sept. 14.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Secretary I. W. Brink of the Clare- 
mont Exchange was seen today in regard to 
the work of that body for the past. season, 
and the prospects for the orange crop for | 
the coming year.

When Los Angeles Wants a Thing 
it Goes for It. 


_ [California Fruit Grower:] When Los 
Angeles want a thing, she extends a 
hand. That hand is not scrawny; it’ 
does not bear evidence of belonging to 
an illy-nourished body; it is not dirty, 
nor is it extended in supplicating mood 
accompanied by a few badly-articulated 
words. If not fat, it certainly is 
plump; it is cleanly kept and wéll mus- 
cled, and when it is thrust forward it 
is to fasten itself upon the object 
wanted and then bring it to herself, to 
be ever after hers and hers only. This 


at just the right moment. And in all 
of this, Los Angeles differs from many 
towns more or less moribund. Here are 
two cases in point: 

The Chamber of Commerce in the 
Southern city, or the men who direct 
its affairs, evidently believe that of the 
many who have gone, or are going into 
the Klondyke country, some - will, 
sooner or later return with wealth. Los 
Angeles people want just that class to 
settle among them, and so, if a certain 
plan which has been evolved is carried 
out, every steamer and every boat 
which starts for Juneau, Dyea or other 
Alaskan ports, will carry a large supply 
of reading matter in which will be set 
forth the advantages of Southern Cali- 
fornia generally and Los Angeles par- 
ticularly, as places in which to live. 
Such literature will come in handy to 
the miner in his weary winter nights. 
He will read it over and over again, 
and in the course of a few months he 
will have memorized every word. When 
the clean-up comes and he washes out 
a few millions of nuggets he will come 
south from the Arctic Circle, resolved 
upon ‘spending the rest of his days in 
gentlemanly retirement amid _ the 
charms of the country south of the Te- 
hachepi, Or, more definitely, the for- 
tune-favored individual will build a 
handsome residence on Figueroa or 
Washington streets, or some avenue 
overlooking Westlake and the (Ca- 
huenga Valley, and become a prominent 
and maybe an enterprising citizen. 
The cruelty of placing pictures of or- 
ange groves and of peace and plenty be- 
fore the eyes of men frozen up through 
a long winter, walled in by glaciers, 
and subsisting on beans, hard tack and 
salt horse at every meal has no place 
in the proposition. Los Angeles wants 
the prospective millionaire, wants him 
badly and in numbers, and her action, 
it seems to the California Fruit 
Grower, is an illustration of her re- 
markable hand movement. Once more: 

The Hon. Warren B. Hooker of Fre- 
donia, N. Y., representative in Congress 
for the Thirty-fourth District and 
chairman of the River and Harbor 
Committee, was recently in Los Ange- 
les—as he was also in San Francisco. 
The southern city wants a free harbor 
at San Pedro, which is about twenty 
miles away, and succeeded in obtain- 
ing against great odds very favorable 
national legislation. A hitch presented 
itself and a delay. in starting operations 
ensued. Mr. Hooker very quietly and 
unofficially visited both San Pedro and 
Santa Monica:: This was before Los 
Angeles knew where the gentleman 
was. The people insisted upon seeing 
the member of Congress publicly, and 
sent. him an invitation to meet leading 
citizens on a certain morning at 9 
o’clock in the Chamber of Commerce 
building. At the appointed time the 
said 1. c. were there, but Warren B. 
Hooker, chairman of the River and 
Harbor Committee, was absent. After 
a few minutes one'of those present sug- 
gested to another that he had better 
go to the Congressman’s hotel and 
bring him over. The'one to whom the 
suggestion was made did not hesitate 
toact. He strode away and soon strode 
back again with Congressman Hooker 
in tow. After introductions many and 


gentleman took the hint, and in a brief 
address told those assembled that he 
could not pledge the action ef Con- 
eieee in the matter, but for himself he 
ad no hestitation in saying that he 
would use every effort to the end that 
the wishes and desires of the people 
of Southern California with reference 
to the harbor improvement should be 
carried out. 

This was what Los Angeles wanted 
to hear. The gentleman was not pres- 
ent at the appointed time and place, 
s0 Los Angeles simply sought him out, 
placed her hand upon him and brought 
him where Los Angeles wanted. 

This is the second and last illustra- 
tion of that city’s wonderful hand and 
arm movement, and there are cities 
who may study it with every advan- 
tage to themselves. 


’ A County Combination. 


[Oakland Tribune:] Central Califor- 
nia is about to teach -the rest of the 
State a good lesson. A league has been 
formed by Kings, Tulare, Kern and 
Presno counties, representing practic- 
ally the entire San Joaquin, and in- 
stead of endeavoring to rival each other 
in the eyes of outsiders, it is now the 
the intention to pull together for the 
common welfare. Committees are to be 
formed representing the joint organi- 
zation, and out of a common fund, will 
come the money necessary for properly 
advertising and building up the four 
counties in question. Outside capital 
is to be sought, beet-sugar factories 
are planned, and in addition to the in- 
troduction of new blood care will be 
taken of what is there now. The raisin 
men and fruit-growers will stand to- 
gether on schedules agreed on in com- 
mittee, and in this way higher prices 
will be obtained and the agricultural 
interests more thoroughly protected. 
To sum the project up, the four coun- 
ties propose to stand as one united 
family and rise or fall together. 

This is a very pretty idea if it can 
be carried properly into effect. There 
is no questioning the good results that 
follow the combination of agricultural 
interests, for proof has been given time 
and again in California. It is the only 
offset the farmer has to the monopo- 
lies of wealth, and if the vyroducers 
stand solidly togéther it stands to rea- 
son they must triumph, because the de- 
mand will insist on the supply, no mat- 
ter what the price may be. It is to 
be feared, though, that the new combi- 
nation will not long stand. There are 
too many diverse interests in four big 
counties to make such a plan feasible, 
and Fresno, for instance, would not be 
satisfied if after they had all worked 
together for, say a beet-sugar factory, 
it were located in Kern. Sooner or 


later a split is inevitable, but the organ- 


ization will do good, even if it only

DE GROOT’S PROURAMME 


RESULTS IN HIS ARREST ON 
CHARGE OF BATTERY.

The Ten-per-cent. Operator, Who 
.Runs a Drug Store, Assaults a 
Reporter—A Side Light on His 
Peculiar Business Methods. 


W. E. de Groot was arrested yester- 
day on a charge of battery, sworn out 
by J. O. Knight. ° De Groot is a large 
man, weighing about 180 pounds, but 
his business is~confining. He needs 
occasional exercise. With that object 
in view, he sent for Mr. Knight, who 
weighs less than 130 pounds, and was. 
therefore, a safe proposition. Knight 
appeared. - As a result of the meeting 
de Groot yesterday afternoon pungled 
up $50 cash bail for his oe in 
court. 

De Groot, who is president of the 
Pacific Loan and Trust Company, has 
been fairly prominent before the pub- 
lic for some time. He was a great 
friend of John W. Kapus, who recently 
left for the East with money rightfully 
belonging to others. De Groot, as usual 
lost no money by. the transactions of 
Kapus. He was one of the few—very 
few—who did not suffer financially 
from his intimacy with the youne 
man. When it was found that H. 
Germain, the Spring street druggist. 
had left the city’ owing Mrs. John 
Y. Orchard $3600 for rent and F. W. 
Braun & Company $1800 for drugs, 
little surprise was shown that de Groot 
had gotten in on the ground floor—just 
soon enough to make the claims of the 
other creditors worthless. De Groot 
didn’t worry about the others. In- 
stead he left his occupation of col- 
lecting interest at 10 per cent per 
month in advance and took charge of 
the disposition of the drugs. 

On Monday Mr. Knight, who is em- 
ployed as a reporter on the Herald, 
called on de Groot. He asked de Groot 
regarding the late deal with Germain. 
De Groot became indignant. He stated 
once and for all that he didn’t propose 
to permit anyone to monkey with his 
private affairs. It was his attempt to 
impress this upon the young man’s 
mind that resulted in a battery case 
being filed. 

Shortly after the trouble yesterday 
de Groot was seen by a Times reporter. 
He first offered $5 for convincing proof 
of the reporter’s position, and when 
this had been given, (and the five re- 
fused), he consented to talk. 

“It is just this way,” he said. “This 


‘young skunk came to me yesterday 


and began questioning me about the 
transaction. He didn’t tell me he was 
a reporter. If he had, I’d have been 
on my guard. When I saw his article 
in this morning’s paper, I mapped out 
a little programme for him. The pro- 
gramme miscarried, but I threw him 
out of the store. I’d give $5 in cash 
to have him come in here again.”’ 

The “programme” which de Groot 
recited as having been prepared for 
the reception of Knight. was so filthy 
as to prohibit publication. De Groot 
lingered over some of the filthiest of 
the details with the delight of a de- 
generate. 

“Say,” shouted de Groot, as the dis- 
gusted interviewer started to leave, 
“If you'll write this thing up real 
lurid, I’ll buy you a new hat. That’s 
on the square.” — 

A suit which De Groot recently 
brought against Robert L. Couts of 
No. 451 South Grand avenue, tends to 
cast a, little light on his manner of 
conducting his business in loans. Fol- 
lowing is a verbatim copy of the note 
demanded, in company with a mort- 
gage. ” a piano, for a loan of $60: 
**$60.0 June 24, 1893. 

ox August 24, 1893, after date, for 
value received, I promise to pay W. E. 
de Groot or order, the sum of sixty 
dollars with interest at the rate of 10 
per cent. per month from maturity un- 
til paid, interest payable monthly in 
advance, and if not so paid, to be com- 
pounded monthly and bear the same 
rate of interest as the principal, and; 
should the interest be not so paid when 
due, then the whole sum of principal 
and interest shall become immediately 
due and payable at the option of the 
holder of this note. Principal and in- 
terest payable’ in gold coin of the 
United States.’ 

To secure this note, a mortgage on 
an upright piano was taken. The pa- 
pers continue: 

“On divers days between the 24th day 
of June, 1893, and June 2, 1897, various 
sums amounting to the sum of $246.55 
were paid on account of the principal 
and interest on the note, leaving $15.90 
interest due, and $32 principal.” 

De Groot prays for a judgment for 
$47.90, and costs and—the piano. .
